The Oregon Plan of Electing Senators 


T 


HE Oregon plan of popular control of the 


election of United States Senators by the 


legislature is attracting attention in all parts of 
the Nation and is generally regarded as the best 
>et devised. Jt accomplishes the purpose of an 
Amendment to the Federal Constitution, which 
is very difficult if not impossible lo obtain under 
present political conditions. 


t'ncler the operation of the new Oregon law 


primaries were recently held throughout the State 
at which all candidates for the legislature, as well 
as for local and State officers, and also I'nited 
States Senator were balloted for diiecth by vo- 
ters of the respective parties., Of two candidates 
for a party nomination to am office the one re- 
ceiving the highest number of votes from that 
part\ at the primaries became, by virtue of the 
new law, its nominee. And evers candidate for 
the legislature was required to pledge himself, if 
elected to vote for that aspirant for the United 
States Senatorphip receuing the highest popular 
vote for that position at the general election fol- 
lowing. 


Jn case the legislative candidates were un- 


willing to sign a statement, the law gave him the 


option of signing a different one, to the effect 
that he would consider the popular vote for 
United States Senator as nothing more than a 
recommendation, which he would be at liberty to 
wholly disregard, if the reason 
for 
doing so 


seemed to him sufficient. 
Very naturally, nearly 


all the candidates for the legislature signed the 
statement first above summarized, and the "few 
who refused t,o do so were at a great disadvan- 
tage. One resuit of the vrimaries is that forty- 
six Republican members of the next legislature 
having a majority of one on joint ballot, are 
pledged to abide by the popular choice for Uni- 
ted States Senator, to be expressed in the No- 
vember election. 


I t is very unlikely that am one of these forty- 


six Republican members elect will 
break 
his 


pledge and (thus incur disgrace 
and political 


death. The prospect is good for the adoption of 
the Oregon plan in all the States, and that the 
popular vote for United States Senator will, in 
the manner described, become as binding upon 
the majority party in the respective legislatures 
as is the indirect popular vote for President upon 
the Electoral College. 


The Cry Of "Absenteeism" 


I 


F the Carson City Xc\v< continues to harp on 


the question of absenteeism and insists upon 


thi: rigid enforcement of that plank in the Repub- 
lican platform, it will cause a \\holesale desertion 
from the ticket. Xo sane man v/ill agree to take 
upon himself a pledge to spend even moment of 
his time in Carson Cit\ for the meagre salaries 
that arc paid our State officials. 


This cry of absenteeism is purely a local one 


and affects Carson Cit\ only. 
It will be remem- 


bered that four \ears ago an attempt was made to- 
pass a bill through the legislature appropriating 
a sum of mone\ from1 the trea.sun for the pur- 
pose of building an executive mansion at Carson 
Cit\. 
The bill failed of pass;>oe. the people of 


the State thus expressing their convictions upon 
the subject and that should settle it once and for 


all. 


The Journal does not wish to be understood 


as attempting to defend any neglect of dun on 
the part of am public official, and for this reason 
will not stfand sponsor for the derelictions of Mr. 


\ an Duzcr or any one else, but it docs not believe 
that the public business has suffered to any appre- 
ciable extent In the fact that Governor Sparks 
has not abandoned his home in Reno and taken 
up a permanent residence in Carson. 


\s a matter of fact even the people of Carson 


have ver\ little to complain of. 
The Attorney- 


General. Controller, Surveyor-General and State 
Printer have been actual residents of Carson City 
in every sense of the word. 
\Ye \\ill leave the 


\e\\s to deal with the Secretary of State, who-, 
if he has not been a conscientious officer, at least 
lias been renominated In his party to continue his 
policy uhich amounts to' an endorsement. 


The fact of the matter is that all this talk- 


about absenteeism is the veriest tomnurot and 
until a definite charge of neglect of duty can be 
brought against some of our State officials, the 
people of Xevada will not pay am attention to 
the mourful howls of those Republicans who will 
pVomisc am thing to be elected—even to the ex- 
tent of living in Carson.

The meat packers are behaving in a similarly 


offish and cold-blooded manner toward the meat 
inspection law. The vital part of that act is the 
requirement that cans and other parcels shall tell 
the truth about nhat is inside. Horse meat, and 
still more equivocal substances, must not be 
called beef or pork, and mixtures and adultera- 
tions must be properly characterized. 


JUit although the act goes into effect October 


i . and will applv to meats packed before that dste 
as well as to meats packed afterward, the packers 
have shoun no disposition to get ready for it. 
Tbe\ cannot have labels readv b\ that date, they 
--ay. and they want the Department of Agricul- 
ture to let the meat go after October i just the 
same as if there were no new law. 


It is encouraging to know that Secretary 


WilMin does not believe that he has any power 
to abrogate the law , ami that in all probability 
the falseh labeled meals will not travel on the 
railroads after October i. 
The people will not 


starve as the result of this decision. 
l>ut what* 


is the reason that the meat packers and railroads 
find it so hard to get a label or a schedule of 
rates printed in three or four months time ?
